For — but Ceſar and his Council top their ear to their tyenchers 
Chaplains, and the alluring Inchantments of ſuch devonring Monſiers;

take counſel of God's ORACLE, the LI H 8c in their Conſciencer, 
and by it be guided, how ſoon would the daik miſty Fogs of Egypt 
and her Magician, be diſpel'd , and driven back into the bottomſeiſe 
pit · No croaking Frogs durſt then come forth to abuſe the Fronony of a 
Prince, nor wound his Reputation by enticing him to Cruelty, nor ſcrue 
his Prerogative above the peoples trauquility: For the 
End of all Government appointed by God next to his Salut Populi 
Glory, is the good ef the people *.

For a man to be covered with 
his Ha: — Auchority, is no evil in it ſelf, though falſiy ſo coun- 
ted by the evil ambitious one: Nor for a man to be honeſtly em- 
ployed upon your Popilh Feſtival-dayes , is not ſinful otevilin it ſelf, 
though ſinners raſhly ſo judge it, and wropgſully impriſon the righte- 
ous for bearing their teſtimony againſtit, Nor is the Conſcientious 
reſuſing of an Oath , an Evil in i:ſe!f : For Chriſt the Oath of God 
expreſly commandeth, Swear not at all; and therefore it is (muſt of ne- 
ceſſity be) an evil In him that puniſhes the Innocent for not violating 
the Law of God, with impriſonment (at pleaſure ) and loſs of. Eſtate. 
Far be it from the ſons of Innocency to plot or confederate againſt the 
perſon of a Prince; and as far be it from them by Nooping to the will 
of man, to violate the Law of the living God, and it thould be far 
from the Prince to punith ſuch a people for not tranſgreſſing the Com- 
mand of Chriſt. And did not our adverſaries anſwer us with more 
ra/hgeſs, rage and raw «rguments , then good reaſoning » concerning 
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aut nos ſwenring & if ſuv os Pe pro1evione wointion, were not 
too pt f „ we ſhould not in that particular receive

houcurable, and « manafier God's own heart, and Solomon his Son, the
